are in full 
v ie w from our sitting room.

expect to take m an y a ride there.

It is more than a quarter of a 
mile distant from our liouse, and 
yet an Indian w om an made tlie o f­ 
fer 10 carry all the w ater w e w an t 
for one sucre a month, or about 
r jrty cenis of our money.

brings it in a large olla strapped on 
her back, and lias to make tw o or 
three trips a day. 
A n o th e r asked 
one sucre a month to bring us milk. 
She has to go to Qiiito solely for 
it every day. 
W h a t w ould the la­ 
boring people of the U nited States 
think of such w ages? 
Y o u m ay 
well enquire : 
“ H o w do they liv e ? ” 
I answer, 
like the animals about them. 
T h e 
pigs are as tame as cats and have 
tiie satne access to the house. 
A lso 
the goats, chickens, etc. 
I have 
ofone into some of tiieir huts and 
seen them eating, and I am conn- 
denl that a fam ily of four or five 
w ill not consume as much for one 
meal as they could sell for 5 cents. 
I think there are none of them that 
fail to raise some of the provisions 
of life. 
If tliey did they w ould 
have to go w ithout them, for they 
certainly w ould not have m oney to 
buy 
them. 
Those 
w ho 
liire 
to 
w o rk on a ranch get five cents a 
day 
(tiie[r 
m oney) 
and 
board 
themselves, w o r k in g from “ sun-up 
to su n -d o w n .” 
In every direction 
the mountain sides are dotted w ith 
cultivated 
grounds, 
from tw o or 
three rods square to a good-sized 
field, just as there happens to be 
ground 
to 
cultivate. 
It is v e r y 
productive. 
So steep are they that 
it is impossible to p lo w tliem,hence 
they are cultivated w ith a species 
of hoe. 
A misstep of the hoer, 
when at the edge of his field,m ight 
hurl him d ow n the quebrada hun­ 
dreds of feet and to death.

farm ing seems like a race for life 
on the verge of the grave. 
M y letter is already too len g th y, 
but before I close 1 must tell you 
of the llowers here.

dozens

H ere w e find almost every species

U nited States, and dozens of other 
varieties. 
O u r house, except bed­ 
rooms, is filled w ith flowers and 
perfume. 
M rs. Sam pson has just 
bought 100 beautiful C alla lilies for 
S cents, and fifty choice roses for 4 
cents. 
O n the sides of the roads, 
w h ich are 
frequenlly 
deep cuts, 
great quantities of the most beauti­ 
ful ferns, mosses and vines abound, 
and in the delight and admiration 
of nature one fails to realize h o w 
rough the road he is traveling. 
T ru s tin g that the flowers, w ith 
their aroma, and the beautifully 


decorated paths w e have been trav­ 
eling are but appropriate emblems 
of the life n o w daily opening be­ 
fore you, I w ill say, “ A ’ D i o s ! ”
